“ Laugh when we must, be candid when we can,” 
The avidity with which young minds enter into 


‘any plan for the dissemination of their unfledged 
| ideas, and the consequent gratification resulting 


from a display of their mental energies, is a strik- 
inge proof that, however vanity may not be a ruling 
principle of the mind, it is at least an inherent 
gualiy of our nature, and that its operation 1s 
more certain than those distinguishing qualities of 
mind, the affected pretensions to which are fre- 


i quently the effect of its most inward workings.— 


if we examine some of our modern pretenders 
to talent and genius, it will take but little pains 
to discover the fallactousness of their pretensions, 
and the barrenness of their faculties, leaving us 
but this item of discovery to xecount for that un- 
wearied application we often find bestowed where 
there is no fundamental active principle to be 
cherished by either attention or diligence, namely, 
that vanity only inspires where inspiration of any 
other kind nature has ungenerously denied; and 
that it is not intellect, but the ineffectual assuming 
of intellectual gifts that is often substituted for 
the stamina of intelligence, or the germ of origi- 
nality. Thus may we trace poets seeking their 
own self-gratalation in the accordance merely of 
their syllables, as we observe the meaner animals 
tu be pleased with those factitionus modulations in 
veuted either for the substantial purposes of utili. 
ty, of mere animal gratification, without eithe: 
knowing the principles of their operation, or the 
qualities with which that principle is endued -— 
And in the more important department of litera- 
ture the weakness of narrow minds is as frequently 
manifested: prose, no less than poetry, is as com- 
monly meade the vehicle for impotence to exert, 


lor ignorance to expose itself, while there is often 
f nothing exemplified in its most serious moads 


that could be consistently allied with any thing 
beyond mere colloquial phraseology, the trifling 
merit of sounding importance not being even as- 
sumed. And here, to hazard a proposition, and 
a novel one at least, are these writers more to be 
pitied than they who excel in the knack where in- 
genuity of rhyme costs some exertions. and who 
are gratified in some measure, in the considera- 
tion that they have succeeded in a way that can- 
not but be gratifying to their self-importance, 
however ‘rifling may be their reason for congratu- 
Inting thems-lves on the applause of the world or 
the recording voices of posterity. The other we 
would observe, have therefore the least probabil. 
iy of gaming thei own good opinion to crown 
their labours, as the: frequently write only as 
they would converse, using neither dignity of 
style nor expression of language to compensate. 
for the labour of committing their words in form 
to paper; the mere transe:ipts of what in conver- 
sation would be considered insipid, and reduced 
to the more attractive form of print, worthy of 
no more honourable 
dullnese. 

Simplicity in style ts certainly a literary deside- 
ratum of great moment, but like many other 
qualities of equal importance, it may be’ often 
subverted; for he who could be as easy and un- 
assuming in lis menner of writing as, he would 
be in common discourse, certainly mistakes tude- 
ness for simplicity and sacrifices taste and elegance 
without suluuig any the graces with which 
language abounds as a counterbalance. Simplicity 
may, therefore, be said to be studied, to be grace- 
ful: as the position may be in a certain 
sen everihelcss admits of a strong objection 
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pity and contempt than public reprehension: thus 
are poor writers Huttered into an idea of Uieir own 
importance, and many are content to forego the 
honenrable qualiues of manhood for the 
elty gratification of becoming bad authors. The

journals alluded to are not such as daily come 


Delore the attention of the generality of readers, 
beng more intended to answer the purpose of 
juvenile recreation than any purpose of extensive 
utility—their own unimportance serving to confine 
a civeulation that were as well never attempted: 
but the circumstauce that they are exclusively 
devoted to juvenile efforts, is perhaps an evil to 
be deplored, as the disposition of that part of the 
community towards taking advantage of the op- 
portunities they afford for their exertions is nei- 
ther checked by the difficulties of admission, nor 
their labours chastened by the strictures of criti- 
cism. 

If in this candid declaration of our sentiments, 
we have assumed a tone of severity which may 
lay Hs_open fo the imputation of harshness in Opi- 
nion, it is because we think the great interests of 
luterary truth and consistency require our most 
undeviating efforts for their preservation, unawed 
by any considerations of hostility from disposi- 
tions, whose weakness it has been’ our endeavour 
to expose, ( 
critics may go some length to reform, while in 
some, relormation were in vain attempted, and 
criticism but misapplied: what then remains but 
that the unequivocal accents of truth should be 
heard, and that the strictures of judgment should 


be manifested through the powerful agency of

_GREECE.—Accounts trom Vienna of the 18th 
uit.coniirm the intelligence already received vf 
the destruction of the Turkish fleet and the death 
beg Captain Pacha —They add the lullowing de- 
alls; 

“ The chiefs of the Greek navy held a council 
at Ipsara, and decided on the plan which was af- 
terwards adopted —They called upon all those 
who were willing to devote their lives for the pub. : 
lic good; more than 200 immediately presented 
themselves, andswore on the cross to execute the 
preconcerted enterprise, or to die gloriously. Out 
of these, 48 were chosen by casting lots, and re- 
ceived the benediction of their priests betore en- 
gaging in their magnanimous design All arrange- ' 
ments having been made, on the first day of the 
festival of Bairam, a Greek frigate and five vessels 
appeared, under aforeign flag, before the Turkish 
line, as though to lake a part in the rejoicings. 
Tie 200 heroes, who passed for Englishmen and 
Frenchmen, were well received by the enemy, 
who allowed them to enter the port of Tschesme, | 
in order to anchor in the centre of the Turkish 
fleet. But scarcely had they reached that pasition 
when they carried their plan into effect. Ina short 
time five ships of the line were on fire. The Ad. 
mural’s ship ran ont of the harbour all in a biaze, 
in the hope of escaping total destruction, and run 
aground on the neighbouring coast of scio, where 
the Captain Pacha was landed, expiring. After 
this signal of success, the 200 self-devoted patriots 
retired, without having experienced uny loss.” 
The enterprize appears to have been conceived and 
executed in a spirit of self-devotion worthy of the 
best times of ancient Greece. 

A letter from Vienna repeats the account of the

Houges had been built for the natives, who were 
employed in the cultivation of cotton, indigo, and 
other productions of the tropical climate. None 
of them were anxious toreturn; and harmony and 
good fellowship were generally prevalent. T e 
place was abundant in all the fruits of the tropical 
climate, besides being auspicious to the growth of 
tea and coflee. There is a place in Cape Messu- 
rado, where the natives beleve that the devil re- 
sides, and they were on that account extremely 
averse to a cession of the territory. They occa- 
sionally attend, and sacrifice a fowl, to propitiate 
the favourable regards of their forlorn deity. The 
natives still make their sacrifice, although the 
Americans have purchased out their right and title 
ta his dominion in Cape Messurado. Preparations 
are making at Baltimore for another vessel to sail 
to the Colony during the present season. 
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Arrival of the Grampus. 


Charleston, Sept. 13. 

The U.S. schr. Grampus, Lieut. Commandant 
Gregory, arrived last evening from a cruize, bring- 
ing with her a prize, the brig Palmyra, belonging 
to the Island of Porto Rico. The Grampus arriv- 
ed at St Barts on the 2d of August, and sailed with 
a convoy on the 8th for St. Thomas; on the 9th 
di:covered a brig anda schooner between her and 
her convoy; the brig came within hail, and being 
spoken to, answered that she wanted to board a 
vessel in the fleet; was told it would not be suffer- 
ed; she called herself the Palmyra. The fleet ar- 
rived at St. Thomas on the 9th, and lieut Gregory 
learnt then that the schooners Eugene, Coffin, of 
Boston, and Coquette, Souther, of Georgetown, D 
C. had both been plundered by the Palmyra. 

The Grampus left St Thomas 14th Aug. having 
under her care the schooners Velocipede and Ca- 
duceus, for Curracoa, and next day saw a brig in 
chase; on the morning of the 16th saw the same 
brig on the weather bow and gave chase to her, 
she hoisted English colours and then changed them 
to Spanish and fired a cun to windward, and at

20 minutes past 11, the Grampus was brought un. 
der the lee of the brig, within pistol shot, and lieu. 
tenant Gregory demanded her instant surrender 
as a Pirate; the brig answered that the demand 
Was not understood, and upon its being repeated 
she. commenced a fire upon the Grampus with 
small arms and her carronades ; this was so effec. 
tually returned that in about three minutes and a 
half she gave up the combat, being a complete 
wreck, having one killed and seven wounded, and 
three shot between wind and water, both pumps 
shot through, and the brig in a sinking condition 
The cry of we are sinking was made immediately 
upon striking her flag, and boats were despatched 
under the command of lieut. Voorhis to take charge 
of the vessel and save her if possible It was with 
great difficulty and after great exertions that lieu- 
tenant Voorhis was able to stop the leaks; the wa.

NTERESTING TO FARMERS. 

It ts now stifficiensly certain, that the horse botts 
or grubhs, by which so many horses ate annually 
destroyed, are produced from eres or nits, which 
ave deposited chieBy in the inside moist surface 
of the teague, and are from hence conveyed with 
food into the stomach 

Any person who chuses may reduce it to ex. 
pertment for himself. In the seasou for it. let a 
tew hairs be clipped, having those nits adhering 
to them, moisten the inside of the hand by the 
application of a ‘Vittle spittle, and cloce it unon 
the nits, and he wiil find them hatched in a few 
seconds. 

Ivis therefore recommended, to be careful ta 
remove these eggs by scraping them off with a 
knife, or washing them off with an infusion of to- 
bacco, every third cay throughout the season in 
which they are deposited. 

i this be done, there is no Coubt but the de- 
Struction that is made by this hateful insect may 
be cempietely prevented. . 

The eres are deposited on the fore part of the 
knee, and back part of the shou!der of the horse, 
“by a certain species of fly. The. fly is called 
restrius equi. These egys or nits become ripe in 
the course of four or five days. 

When thus ripened, the slightest application of 
warmth, and moisture jis sufficient to bring forth, 
in an Instan', the latent darvo, that is, the insect 
inthe frat t rm. At this time, if the tongue of 
the horse, touch the eggs, its little door (operen- 
rum) is thrawn aps nya smail active worm is pro- 
duced, which readily adheres to the stomach,
